study of feminine names. 

France is said to have secured Natalie 
from Russia, though there is a record 
of a Natalia at Cambrat in 1212. .Eng¬ 
land preferred Natalie to any of the 
other forms, rejecting Natalia 1 as too 
iJAtin In its Influence. 'Whether Ameri¬ 
can Natalies ard representative of the 
En#ish or taken direct from France Is 
a matter ot personal preference;

! long trek was made on anowshoes or 
by dog team. 

In 1896 Bishop Stringer married, 
and his bride went with him to the 
lone outpost on Herschel Island—the 
only white woman within the Arctic 
Circle. Here, far from civilization, 
two of their five children were born. 
The soul of woman knows no greater 
heroism than hers. Through the 
valley of the shadow of death—alone!

Borne of the inmates of the Aged 
Men’s Home here are becoming glut¬ 
tons, members of the City Council 
seemed to think when they were 
faced last night with the proposal 
that more money be spent on pro¬ 
visions for the Home. Aldermen 
stood aghast when they heard that 
$11,000 had been spent to feed the 
aged mep last year, though only $9,- 
000 had been voted for the purpose 
and that this year the Home Commit¬ 
tee wanted $9,650 for food. "Are 
they being fed dog biscuit?" one 
membef of the Council demanded. 

It was felt in some quarters, too, 
that the Inmates were using too 
many clothes. Alderman Andros 
thought that $1,500 which the Home 
Committee asked for this purpose 
was altogether too much. He sug¬ 
gested $1,200 and said that wealthy 
people should send out their cast-off 
clotfyfes t& the Home.

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Unemployed Men Cut Wood on City Beaches 


Loud Demands Persuade Al¬ 
dermen to Try to Provide 
Work 

APATHY ENCOURAGES 

DISORDER, THEY SAY 


Stirred into action by the sudden 
appearance of nearly 200 unemployed 
returned men, who loudly demanded 
work, the City Council last night 
agreed to act promptly to relieve un¬ 
employment here. 

It was decided, in the first place, 
that representatives of the city and 
the unemployed should meet the 
Provincial Government to-day and 
remain In session with the Cabinet 
until some solution to the unemploy¬ 
ment problem was evolved. The 
Council promised also that It would 
do everything In its power to com¬ 
mence its annual engineering and 
street repairing work, for which an 
appropriation of $60,000 was voted. 
In addition, the aldermen agreed to 
confer with the returned men this 
morning in an effort to work out 
some plan for the Supplying of food 
and clothing to families in want. 

Burst In On Aldermen. 

Following their meeting in the 
Great War Veterans* Association 
rooms, the returned men burst un¬ 
expectedly in upon the Council about* 
nine o’clock bust night while the 
Mayor and aldermen were debating 
whether they should give the Inmates 
of the Old Men’s Home more food or 
not. As the Council Chamber rapid¬ 
ly filled with men, and still others 
kept filing In, the aldermen decided 
that they had better give up their

"You yourselves, gentlemen, have '

"Yes, but wo have agreed by reso¬ 
lution to pay out $46,000 on public 
works if the Provincial Government 
will pay a third," Aldermun Sargent 
pointed out.

"Never mind 1 
the Provincial Government. Let us 
do what we can do. I am prepared to 
give immediate relief to help the sit¬ 
uation. The men are here and we 
have got to meet the situation." 

"Both governments already have 
given us their answers," suid Aider- 
man Dewar. "They will give doles 
but no work." 

Work Not Relief. 

"With pure relief—charity—some¬ 
thing happens," Mr. Webb warned 
the Council again. "A man that Is a 
man won't seek relief until he breaks 
down—until there is no other loop¬ 
hole. We want work, and we want it 
to-morrow If possible. Please 
gentlemen don’t talk about relief. It's 
I the most degrading thing you can 

I speak of." 

Alderman Dlnsdnle said he knew 
where twenty-five men could be put 
to work on the following morning— 

' at the corner of Quudra Street and 
Fifth Street, where a surface drain 
is being Installed. 

"That’s the stuff!" yelled some of 
the visitors. 

"As Chairman of the Streets Com¬ 
mittee I will see to-morrow morning 
how many men we can put to work 
Immediately," Alderman Sangster 
promised. "It's Impossible to employ 
you all, however. We will put as 
many to work &b possible." 

"Don't you think Government 
Street needs paving?" asked Com¬ 
rade Knowles. 

Going to Vancouver. 

*Tm going to Vancouver to-night 
to see the B. C. Electric Company 
1 and urg** them to do their share of 
the work." the Mayor explained. 

"That’s a waste of public money, 
you going there," protested Comrade 
Knowles. "Can't the city do the 
work and send the bill to the Com¬ 
pany.

Aldermun Woodward suggested 
that the unemployed help to bflng 
pressure on the B. C. Electric Com¬ 
pany to get them to help the paving 
scheme. 

Various other suggestions were 
placed before the Council. It wns 
suggested that the city build houses 
on vacant lots and go into the gro¬ 
cery business. 

Mayor Porter told the delegation 
that only six men had applied for re¬ 
lief when the city hud formally of¬ 
fered to give relief. 

Central Relisf Depot. 

"They never will!" some of the 
men shouted. 

"Your policy Is wrong In this mat¬ 
ter,” said Mr. Stone, who went on to 
suggest that the city establish Im¬ 
mediately a central relief depot 
where men could get food. If neces¬ 
sary the city should commandeer a 
vacant store for the purpose. 

"There's no doubt many men pre¬ 
fer to starve to asking relief," Mr. 
Hart affirmed. 

ll was suggested that the Com- 
, munity Council be re-constituted to 
administer relief but finally the re¬ 
lief plun was left with the Council's 
unemployment committee. 

Mr. 8tone referred to statements 
I made in the press by a city official 
"I'm not responsible for what of¬ 
ficials say," the Mayor protested. 
"Half the time I'm not responsible 
for what I say myself!” 

The Mayor's "break" produced s 
loud laugh. 

His Worship urged that returned 
men who needed food apply to his of¬ 
fice the next day. 

"They won't come.” said Mr. Webb. 
"Then It's their own fault," an¬ 
swered the Mayor. 

Finally a motion framed by Aider- 
man Woodward and Alderman Ful¬ 
lerton that the city confer with the 
Government on the following day, 
and that the Council’s unemployment 
committee co-operate with the re¬ 
turned men to work out a definite 
plan of relief was passed. In adl- 
tlon. it wan understood that the City 
Engineer would proceed with street 
repairs costing $60,000 as soon as 
possible. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Stone the 
gathering sang "God Shve the King" 
before It adjourned.

Conditions Appalling. 

"The condition of many families 
here Is most appalling,” H. W. Hart 
told the Council. "It's essential that 
something should be done. The re¬ 
turned men are anxious to work for 
a living, but the conditions under 
which they are living is undermining 
their loyalty. When a man is well 
fed his brain governs his move¬ 
ments but when he is hungry its his 
belly that dictates his actions. That's 
the condition to-day. Men are 
hungry and their wives are in need. 
It's not the head that will decide 
their actions but their stomachs." 

"We simply ask you to do your bit 
as we did ours overseas," said Com¬ 
rade Harvey. "The agitators tell us 
we fought for the capitalists, but I 
still believe we fought for the flag. 
We were told when we went

men clamored for work and their 
spokesmen warned the Council that 
it was encouraging lawlessness by 
falling to act on unemployment.

President Stone, of the G. W. V. A., 
was the chief spokesman of the dele¬ 
gation. 

Difficulties of Situation. 

"We have taken every constitu¬ 
tional means to get action on this 
matter,” declared Mr. Stone. "We 
have appointed delegations week In 
and week out to wait upon your Wor¬ 
ship, but we find It's not meeting the 
bill. Everyone of our public repre¬ 
sentatives should realize the situa¬ 
tion, but I don't believe all members 
of thlB Council do. This idea of 
passing the buck from one public 
body to another Is not good enough. 
There are no more loyal citizens in 
the city than the ex-service men. 
Some people are taking advantage of 
their loyalty. When fathers are cry¬ 
ing for food for their families it’s 
time to call a halt to the extrava¬ 
gance of public bodies. 

"The time has come when you are 
not dealing with citizens, but with 
unemployed men. We want this a 
law-abiding city. What are you do¬ 
ing but encouraging lawlessness with 
apathy on this question? We have 
considered and submitted resolu¬ 
tions on the subject constitutionally. 
The reply has been that work would 
be started when finances were avail¬ 
able. We are not Interested In work 
to be started some time from now. 
but in work to-morrow morning.

When the Mayor Intimated that 
the Council would like to consider 
the matter alone.

"I am not 
making this suggestion to pass the 
buck." he explained, "but with the 
hope of getting results."

of unemployed was not entirely 
without foundation. The G. W. V. A.

London. Feb. 4.—Delegates from 
various units, notably the Anglican 
Church and the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union attending the So¬ 
cial Service Council of Canada con¬ 
vention here, were Unable to see eye 
to eye on experiments in supervised 
dancing, recommended for adoption 
in the report on social hygiene pre¬ 
sented by Bishop Sweeney of Toron¬ 
to. 

"We cannot hold ourselves aloof 
from this most important and vital 
problem." said the report.

Only in 
this way can we hope to gain an 
entering wedge and make some of 
these other forms of activity popu¬ 
lar." 

Delegates from Toronto Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, under 
the leadership of Mrs. Stevens, as¬ 
sailed the Bishop's suggestion, de¬ 
claring that from the earliest days of 
history dancing has been on trial, 
and that it has always contributed 
to prostitution and social problems 
that have been a worry to moral re¬ 
formers. 

Various AngITcan delegates indi¬ 
cated that they are prepared to 
make experiments in dancing under 
supervision as suggested in the re¬ 
port. and Rev. Ernest Thomas, of 
Toronto, a Methodist delegate, was 
not averse to it, but the W. C. T. U- J 
would have none of it. 

Miss Catharine Whitton, of Toron¬ 
to. secretary of the committee that 
drafted the report, sought to appease 
the opponents of the scheme by 
pointing out that in the suggested 
programme the experimental offer¬ 
ings were alluded to as rythmic 
recreation but even under that name 
the W. T. C. U. kept guns trained 
upon It with threats to shoot.

re-elected by acclamation next year. 

In 1910 he was successful in a three- 
cornered fight for the Reeveship, and 
was re-elected by acclamation in 
1911, 1912 and 1913. Substantial pro¬ 
gress was made in those years, but 
the character of the district was 
changing, and the urban wards wero 
growing impatient of the rural con¬ 
trol. This difficulty culminated in 
the road controversy of 1913, affect¬ 
ing the award of a hard surface pav¬ 
ing contract. The Council split into 
two sharp divisions, four members 
to three, and the bitterest controversy 
of local municipal politics attracted 
widespread attention to the affairs 
of the district. Mr. Nicholson and 
his party were attacked In every wurd 
at the polls In Jknuary, 1914, and 
the reform party swept the field. 

He continued, however, to exer¬ 
cise considerable influence on muni¬ 
cipal affairs, though out of the 
Council chamber, and polled a very 
large vote for Reeve against Mr. 
Borden in 1917. 

Mr. Nicholson was a keen politi¬ 
cian, and head of the local Conserva¬ 
tive Association. Several times he 
had been mentioned for provincial 
candidatures, but was not actually a 
candidate for his party. 

Mr. Nicholson was a member of the 
Pacific Club. 

He Is survived by four sisters, viz., 
Mrs. M. A. Mills, of Los Angeles; 
Mrs. Jas. A. John, of Sidney; Miss H. 
Nicholson, Cloverdale Avenue, and 
Mrs. E. Turpell. Quadra Street, City; 
also three brothers, John, William 
and James abroad. There are also 
many nieces, nephew^ and cousins in 
Victoria, Vancouver and Los Angeles. 

The remains are reposing at the 
B. C. Funeral Chapel and due notice 
of the funeral will be given.
